Tha  Flr»^  New  York  IMroetory— Clippings 
from  lha  Newspapers  of  That  TImi 
EienU  in  New  York  Life  That  Will  Make 
the  Gothamite  Smile. 

A  little  more  than  a  butxlml  years  ago, 
on  IVc.  V,  17s5,  the  announcvnu-nt  of  the 
first  New  \\>rk  city  directory  appeared  tn 
The  New  York  Gazetteer  and  The  County 
Journal,  and  in  the  succeeding  February  tbo 
lirst  number  was  issued.  It  contained  tho 
names  of  all  tho  citizens,  their  occupations 
mid  places  of  abode;  the  members  in  cou- 
gr»t«,  the  “grand  departments'* of  theUoiteil 
States  for  adjusting  public  accounts,  itutu- 
U-rs  of  the. senate  and  ossein  by,  with  their 
places  of  abode  while  on  duty  in  the  city; 
minister*  *>f  the  gospel,  pfaysMans,  counsel¬ 
ors  at  law,  arrivals  and  departures  of  stages 
and  the  principal  tmlamen. 

To  those  details  was  add**!  an  almanac 
w  ith  tables  of  the  different  coins,  suitable  for 
any  sift*',  and  "digested  in  such  order  ns  to 
make  An  exchange  between  any  of  the  Coiled 
States  plain  and  easy.”  And  witlial  it  is  a 
very  small  volume.  This  useful  pn*durtir*n, 
it  was  exphiineil,  would  "staiul  euch  stlb- 
..  i  U  r  m*’  uU>ut  six  shillings.

Stature  Workingmen  Driven  to  Use  It  In 
Euoiuhiiii  Quantities. 

“There  is  now  going  on  a  mighty  struggle 
which  is  almost  essentially  a  question  of  age. 
Yet  it  Ls  one  which  affects  thousands  and 
thousamls  of  uicn  and  women,  who  arc  U'ilers 
and  bread  winners. 

On  all  sides  preference  is  given  by  employ¬ 
ers  to  youth  over  more  a«lvauced  years. 
Absalom,  in  tho  vigor  of  his  juvenility,  is 
content  to  receive  20  to  30  i«er  ct'nt.  less 
money  than  his  more  mature  rival,  i  In 
wholesale  warehouses,  in  public  cv'mivmics, 
in  retail  establishments,  in  the  street,  on  the 
road  and  the  rail,  men  and  women  who  are 
still  hale  and  hearty  lu  mind  and  body  have 
been  set  adrift  to  make  room  for  tho  younger 
—and  chcajer— generation.  They  ar*'  wilflng 
to  work  for  the  same  wages,  but  tho  masters 
will  have  none  of  them. 

In  their  distress  they  turn  to  a  comforter— 
not  to  the  w.  rkhouse,  if  they  can  avoid  ao 
doing;  not  to  the  charitable  institutions,  not 
to  the  trail**  unions,  but  to  the  Figaro  h|im- 
wlf.  the  perruquier,  the  hamlri'ssv'r.  the  bar- 
ber.  The  amount  of  hair  dye  by  artisans 
knd  laU'n-rs  i'f  aj]  s*>rts  is  not  only  enormous, 
out  increases  day'  by  day.  It  is  ni't  vanity 
which  imjv'.s  them  to  the  practice;  it  is  life, 
for  which  it  Ls  well  worth  dyeing. 

The  testimony  on  tho  subject  is  undeniable. 
A  knight  of  the  razor  in  the  north  of  London 
testuxw  that  he  is  doing  a  tremendous  trade 
iu  hair  dye  with  workingmen  for  the  reasous 
given  above,  "They  take  it  home,"  he  said, 
"and  get  their  wives  to  lay  it  on.  In  many 
caant  4t  is  an  aba  Jute  necessity  with  female 
employes.  rn'prieU'rsof  big  millinery  estnl>- 
Uskm-'nts  wiai't  have  women  with  gray  hair 
on  the  prenuis*.  i  , 

"You've  r.o  idea  what  tuL-ery  IN-e  lieen 
aware  cf  in  families  from  gray  hair  I  knew 
a  man,  a  father  of  six  children.  All  of  a  sud¬
